Syria moves 
more troops 
to Lebanon

Leftist and rightist sources said 
one armoured .regiment of the Syr- 
fan army — en estimated 2,000

Initial reports reaching Beirut 
by radio indicated that the Syrians, 
who also had 60 tanks, met with 
little resistance although some 
fignting was still ed raging 
between leftists and rightists de- 
fending the western outskirts of 
Kobeyat. 

The two villages, besieged by 
rebel leftist forces for four days, 
had sent a delegation to Damascus 
to ask for Syrian help. Damascus 
radio announced, “Syrian Arab as- 
sistance was extended to the Akkar 
region, This assistance led to the 
establishment of law, the calming 
of the situation and a stop to all 
types of fighting.” 

But a right-wing broadcast said 
gunbattles continued to flare around 
the towns, 

Sporadic fighting erupted in other 
battle zones and rival militia chiefs 


_ accused one another of using new 


“modern warfare’ weapons that 
could further escalate the war, 

The news of the new Syrie move 
came after Syria earlier sounded a 
blunt warning that it would move 
in force into Lebanon to impose 
a political settlement in that 
country’s 14-month-long civil war 
unless the leftists there stopped 
their military offensives and agreed 
to coexist with the new pro-Damas- 
cus regime of President-elect Elias 
Sarkis. 

The Syria warning came in a 
Damascus radio announcement that 
President Hafez Assad yesterday 
reviewed with his Defence Minister, 
the Chief of Staff and the Air 
Force Commander “future moves 
which the people of Lebanon expect 
from Syria to end the crisis” in 
their country. 

The announcement followed an 
appeal by Christian leaders to As- 
sad for massive Syrian interven- 
tion to stop their community “from 
being massacred” at the hands of 
an alliance comprising the radical 
leftists, renegade troops and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

Leftist and PLO leaders were 
last night reported to bave taken 
measures to slow down the fighting

in order to prevent a massive 
Syrian intervention, though they 
cautioned that the Syrians were al- 
Teady building up an invasion force, 
A renegade Lebanese army officer, 
Maj. Ahmed al-Maamari, yesterday 
held up his advance on two Chris- 
tlan towns in northern Lebanon 
“at the requeat of Syria,” but he 
demanded that the besleged 30,000 
inhabitants “surrender _uncondi- 
tionally within 24 hours. Otherwise 
I shall take the towns by force.” 

Lebanese security forces yesterday 
said that some 300 persons were 
killed and about 700 wounded by 
heavy shelling in Beirut and other 
areas in the past 48 hours, which 
marked one of the worae phases of 
Lebanon's civil war. So far, over 
26,000 were reported Killed in the 
14 months of fighting which origi- 
nated from a Lebanese-PLO conilict, 
turned into a sectarian Christian- 
Mosiem confrontation and became 
transformed into a revolt by a left- 
tst-PLO alliance against the Chria- 
tian-Moslem conservative establish- 
ment — now looking to Syria for 
survival, 

President-elect Sarkis yesterday 
warned the rebel camps that unless 
they ceased their anti-government 
campaign “and all forms of fighting 
iu the civil war quickly, Lebanon 
rung @ real risk of being occupied” 

Syria’s threat curiously coincided 
yesterday with the reported arrival 
in Amman of U.S. special envoy L. 
Dean Brown, whom President Ford 
had sent earlier to Belrat to try to 
mediate in the Lebanese civil war, 
folowing the conclusion of his wi- 
successful mission there. However, 
Brown criticized the U.S, Adminis- 
tration for frustrating Syria’s ear- 
Yer bids to intervene in Lebanon 
on 8 massive scale on the grounds 
of avoiding a Syrian showdown with 
Israel, 

Tt was not clear by last night whe- 
ther Brown was now bearing any 
new American or Israeli viewa over 
a larger Syrian intervention in 
Lebanon. 


Officially, Brown was said to be in 
Amman as a special delegate to the 
conference on Jordan's ambitious 
$2,200m. five-year development plan 
which opened yesterday in the 
presence of King Hussein, 

Observers, however, said that the

Jordanian authorities are current- 
ly negotiating a similar deal with 
the Soviet Union should the Hawk 


yesterday that the major snag in 
the Hawk deal remains the financ- 
ing. Originally, Saudi Arabia had 
promised Jordan that it would pay 
$850m, for the Hawk system Jor- 
dan ordered. But Jordanian officials, 
after Congress approved the initial 
sale with certain restrictions on de- 
ployment and mobility, later said 
that they wanted a more sophisti- 
cated system, including advanced 
Yadars, a command contro] centre 
and other items not contained in the 
original sale. The new cost, the 
Jordanians were told, would jump 
to approximately $800m. 

Saudi Arabia, however, refused to 
finance the new deal and since then 
the megotiations have been suspend- 
ed. A Jordanian team of military 
officers dispatched to the U.S. to 
train for use in the system has 
returned home, awaiting the out- 
come of the negotiations. 

Syndicated columnists Rowland 
Evang and Robert Novak yesterday 
reported in ‘the “Washington Post” 


that Hussein may feel tempted to . 


go to radical Libya to help finance 
a Soviet anti-aircraft missile deal 
unless funding for an appropriate 
‘U.S. sala can yet be found. Jordan 
had been receiving about $30m. an- 
nually from Libya until 1970, when 
Hussein threw out the Palestinian 
terrorists in Jordan. 

The columnists said that Libya, 
which itself has become a major 
Soviet arms client, is now showing 
interest in paying for a Soviet 
missile deal to Jordan. A cheaper, 
cut-rate Soviet system might cost 
as little as $180m., according to the 
columnists. 

If Jordan eventually accepts the 
Soviet option, some State Depart- 
ment officials are already beginning 
to lay the groundwork for recrimin- 
ations against “the pro-Israel bloc” 
in the Congress for the turn of 
events against America. Evans and 
Novak, who often follow the State 
Department line, yesterday lashed 
out against the original opposition 
shown by some Congressmen to the 
Hawk sale to Jordan. 

“Yet, had the pro-Israel bloc in 
the U.S. Congress not savaged Hus- 
sein and his half-occupied country 
when the Hawk deal was first 
pressed by the Ford Administration, 
the turn to Moscow would never 
have been contemplated by Hus- 
sein,” they said.

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TO SOLDIERS OF THE ISRAEL DEFENCE 
FORCES AND TO THE PUBLIC 


From today, soldiers of the Israel] Defence Forces will be carried free on 
Egged services, in accordance with the order issued by the Minister of 
Transport. A copy of the order was brought to the Secretariat of Egged yes- 
terday midday, and we have thus not had adequate time to make arrangements 
for carrying the thousands of additional passengers. We shall do everything 
possible to carry the extra heavy load and avoid breakdowns in the service. 
Tf, nevertheless, you suffer inconvenience as a result of inadequacies in the 
service, the fault will not be ours. Complaints should rather be laid at the 
door of the person who forced this arrangement on us, without allowing 
an adequate preparation period, and without providing appropriate conditions 
for its implementation. 


We, the members and employees of Egged, are as aware as anyone of the 
hardship endured over the years by our soldiers, forced to wait at the side 
of the road for a lift. 


We saw, and on ἃ number of occasions ‘we put forward practical proposals to 
the government which would have enabled our soldiers to travel on Egged 
services in comfort, thus avoiding the hazards of relying on lifts and of 
wasting the precious hours of short leaves. For more than eight years, the 
government ignored our requests and proposals for carrying soldiers. Now, 
like a thunderbolt, an order comes crashing down on us — an order that 


cannot be implemented without an adequate preparation period. The govern- 


ment is not even prepared to give an undertaking on the payment we shall 


receive. 


Egged has always wanted and today wants to carry members of the Israel 
Defence Forces. We see this as both an important right and an honourable 
obligation. It is, however, our right that the implementation of this under- 
taking be worked out in cooperation with us, and in line with our actual 
capabilities. We alsowliave the right to fair remuneration for this service. 
In this context, we are being gravely misrepresented, and a great injustice 
is being done to our members, and to the truth. 


All we ask is (am indispensable) period of four weeks to allow us to prepare 
for the carrying of soldiers, and a binding agreement covering the payment 
we shall receive — the rate of payment (30% of the regular fare) has been 
fixed by a government appointed committee. 


After being put off for eight years, are we making exaggerated demands? 


In order to make things easier for passengers and to ease the additional 
Pressure on the various routes, we have decided to carry soldiers free on 
our urban routes — something we are not obliged to do. This is the only 
small step open to us, to prevent more serious breakdowns in public transport. 
We appeal to soldiers to travel on urban routes, and not to use interurban 
routes for journeys in towns.

HAIFA. — The railway man- 
agement is taking 2 “serious 
view'' of the unauthorised dis- 
mgnutling of stretches of the old 
Emek EFaflway in the Jordan 
Valley, a management spokes- 
man told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday.

The spokesman 
said that the dismantling of rails 
and changes in the right of way 
had not been authorized by the 
management. If peace came, the 
intention was to construct anew, 
standard gauge rail on the track 
route and offer Jordan a rail 
link with the Mediterranean. 

The spokesman also noted that 
the management, in conjunction 
‘with the Society for a Beautiful 
Israel, has recently begun re. 
conditioning the disused station 
along the track at Kfar Yeho- 
shua, turning it inte a tourist 
attraction. 


Rabin meets ‘doves’ 
from kibbutzim

PREMIER YITZHAK Rabin yester- 
day discussed defence and settle- 
ment policy with a group of dovish 
kibbutz members — the second 
dovish group he has received in a 

week, 

The group, representing the Inter- 
Movement Discussion Group on .the 
Palestinian Question, came away 
“satisfied” with the “clarifications” 
they had heard from the Premier on 
certain points, but “still worried" 
about others. 

At a press conference held im- 
mediately after the meeting, the 
group’s leaders said Rabin had 
Stressed his willingness for terri- 
torial compromise on all fronts, in 
exchange either for final peace or 
for an interim accord. Minister 
Yisrael Galili, who had joined Rabin 
at the meeting, had emphasized his 
complete conviction that the 
Majority of the labour movement, 
and the majority of the country, 


: supported this basic position. 


The group's leaders declared that 
the vast majority of the kibbutz 
movements also supported territorial 
compromise. The recent gathering 
of kibbutz members at Ein Vered, 
where speakers had favoured the 
“Integral Land of Israel” line, ac- 
counted for only 8. minority in the 
kibbutz movements, the group's 
leaders contended. 

The group included Danny Zamir 
of Mapam’s Hakibbutz Ha’‘artzi, 
Efraim. Tzur of the Ha'Ahdut He’A- 
voda-oriented Hakibbutz Hameuhad, 
Moshe Ὅπε of the religious kib- 
butz movement, and Yisrael Avidor 
of the Mapai-orienteg Ihud Hakib- 
butzim. The Inter-Movement Dis- 


cussion Group has been in existence 
Since 1974, and its members have 
met with ministers, top officials, 
university scholars and Arab leaders 
from the administered areas in the 
course of their discussions. 

Tzur said that while there was 
certainly a dovish majority -within 
his own Hakibbutz Hameuhad, the 
majority did not force the issue — 
for the same reason that the Ca- 
binet majority does act impose its 
views on the minority: to preserve 
unity. For this reason the official 
movement platform was kept detl- 
berately vague. Moshe Unna said 
the same applied to the religious 
Kibbutz movement. 

Last week, Unna, a former MK, 
was among ἃ group of religious 
coves who met with the Prime Minu- 
ister. That group included Prof. Uri 
Simon of Bar-Ilan and Zvi Yaron, 
the Jerusalem writer, heads of the 
“ὋΣ Ve-Shalom” movement of reli- 
gious doves. 

Political observers felt Mr. Rabin 
had met with the two groups, and 
had encouraged them to publicize 


the meetings, as part of his efforts.

Tied more to U.S. purse; trade gap less - |

THE GROWING deficit in the bal- 
ance of payments has caused the 
economy to be more and more 
dependent on U.S. ald. While in 
1968-1972 U.S. aid accounted for 
two per cent of the Gross National 
Product, ‘by 1975 it accounted for 
about 20 per cent of the GNP, 
reveals the Bank of israel report 

for 1975. 

American aid hag become the 
most important component in Is- 
rael's long-term loans, reaching 57 
per cent last year, compared to 15 
per cent in the four years that 
ended in 1972. 

U.S. aid compensated for the 
large decrease in the portion of 
the deficit financed through con- 
tributions from world Jewry. At the 
same time, the country's debits 
were algo financed by heavy short- 
term ‘borrowing in the international 
markets. These loans increased from 
$$560m. in 1974 to §930m. in 1975. 

The prospects for 1976 are better. 
According to a supplementary re- 
port by the Bank of Israel, the 
trade deficit declined by 19 per 
cent Im the first quarter this year, 
— mainly as a result of a 7 per 
cent decline in imports. Exports 
this year will exceed the Govern- 
ment’s targets, the report states, 
although the relative increase in

Army judge v. lawyer 
spat referred to A-G

The State Attorney has been ask- 
ed by the IDF to take up the case 
of the lawyer who was given a 
summary jail sentence by a military 
judge for contempt of court but 
was later freed after the inter- 
ema of the IDF iegal author- 

les. 

The lawyer, Yehezkel Beinidsch 
of Jerusalem, was sentenced to 2 
month in jail several weeks ago, 
after a dispute with the President 
of the Judea and Samaria Military 
Court, Sgan <Aluf Gershon Orion. 
Beinidsch and Orion had clashed 
frequently in the course of a trial 
in which the lawyer was defending 
a West Bank resident facing 
a charged traffic accident. 

Beinidsch wrote to the Chief of 
Staff objecting to Orion's conduct 
of the trial and when he refused 
to apologise in Court for his al- 
legations, Orion summarily sen- 
tenced him to a month’s jail. 

Execution of the sentence was de- 
layed by order of the Commander 
of Judea and Samaria and the en- 
tire summary trial was later an- 
pale by the Judge Advocate Gen- 
er. 

Tt was learned yesterday that the 
IDF has now transferred the case 
to the State Attorney and requested 
him to determine if there is room 
for action against Beinidsch.

Carter today 


NEW YORK. — Three Democratic 
candidates gathered on Sunday in 
Rhode Island, scene of one of to- 
days three primaris, but political 
action was generally slow as some 
candidates used the Memorial Day 
weekend for a short break in their 
campaigns. 

Sen. Frank Church of Tdaho and 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. of Califor- 
nia spent the day in the small 
New England state and they were 
joined later by the man they want 
to stop, Jimmy Carter, the former 
Georgia governor. 

By the standards of the past few 
weeks and the 540-delegate bonanza 
on June 8, today's primary is small, 
although there are 56 Democratic 
and 59 Republican delegates at 
stake. i 

Brown and ‘Church in Rhode Is- 
land, Rep. Morris Udall in South 
Dakota and ‘Church in Montana, 
whether they say so openly or not, 
have one major objective — to get 
as many delegates as possible from 
Carter, who keeps inching closer 
to the 1,505 mark that will get 
him the nomination. 

Carter got three more in Iowa 
caucuses on Saturday and now has 
883, to 301.5 for Udall, his closest 
Tival, 

In addition, “Time” re- 
ported on Sunday that Carter has 
been talking with Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama about 
his delegates, which now total 169. 
“Time” said ‘Wallace is expected to 
release them just before or just 
after the first ‘ballot at the con- 
vention and most are expected to 
go for Carter. 


‘But Carter's press secretary, Jody 
Powell, denied the report. 

‘Meanwhile, the Republican con- 
test remained tight, with Ford hold- 
ing a T7T-643 delegate lead over 
Ronald Reagan. Ford is thought to 
fe ahead for most of the 19 deleg- 
ates at stake in Rhode Island today 
and Reagan to be ghead in South 
‘Dakota and Montana, each of which 
has 20 delegates. 

Vice-President Nelson Rockefeller, 
in a television interview on Sunday, 
said he believes Ford will have 
1,102 delegates going into the Re- 
publican national convention in 
Kansas City this August. That is 
28 short of the 1,130 needed for 
the nomination. 

But Rockefeller, who said his 
figures came from several sources, 
said he believes the President will 
win the nomination on the first 
ballot. He said that even if Reagan 
wins the California primary, which 
awards 167 delegates on a winner- 
take-all ‘basis, “I don’t think, 
frankly, he bas @ chance.” (AP)

Bomb blasts Paris Rothschild bank |

PARIS, — A powerful bomb ex- 
ploded on Sunday night outside 
a Paris branch of the Rothschild 
Bank. Later, an anonymous phone 
ealler told news agencies here 
that the attack was carried out 
by “the international revolutton- 
ary front” and was directed 
“against those who support Zion~ 

ism.” 

The Rothschild Bank belongs 
to the three Rothschild “barons”: 
Elie, Guy and Alain. All three 
are active in Jewish affairs: Elie 
ig president of the United Jewish 
Appeal, Alain is president of the 
Representative Council of French 
Jewish Organizations (CRI) 
while Guy heads the Central 
French Jewish Welfare Funds 
(FSIJV). 

Certain officials thovght the 
attack might have been carried 
out in “reprisal,” for the mass

To addition, Sandro Saccucci, the 
‘MSI parliamentary deputy speaking 
δὲ the Sezze rally, was suspended 
from the party's list of candidates 
for the June 20 national elections. 
During the rally, Saccucci had 
brandished a pistol at Communist 
demonstrators ‘heckling him. Later 
‘Saceucei admitted firing three shots 
in the alr at Sezze, but denied 
having shot di Rosa. 

‘An autopsy on di Rosa before his 
burial on Sunday showed he was 
hit by two bullets of differing cali- 
bres police said. . They later ‘an- 
nounced the arrest of a young 
Sezze resident with known pro-Fas- 
cig leanings in connection with the 
shooting. 

Officers said the most powerful 
bomb set off in the aftermath of 
the di Rosa killing went off at the 
archives office of the Italian na- 
tional television network.

Of the 24 countries originally Invited to send observers to the 
meeting, many are known to be dissatisfied at the way the self- 
determination process has been run in Timor. Yesterday's Ughtning 
decision was witnessed by seven foreign diplomats and 20 foreign and 
Indonesian newsmen, flown in and out for the blitz three-hour visit, 

Qne notable absentee was Australis, which has publicly supported 
the UN call for a genuine act of self-determination for the former

— A 18-year-old girl, who died while unsuccessfully Aight- 
ing off a rape attack, was y hailed as an inspiration “even 
to the death" to other girls. Father Neal Shannon, a Roman Catholic 
priest who spoke at the victim’s funeral. sald she showed she was 
prepared to leave her life in the hands of God “rather than sully ‘her 
soul with immorality.” 

A spokeswoman for the local Rape Crisis Centre, which comforts 
and advises rape victims, immediately took issue with Shannon's 
stand, saying that his attitude toward the incident reflects the pre- 
valling social approach that women are men’s property, aud that once 
defiled they are worthless. (Reuter) 


Soviet Jews demand U.S. Wises 


ROME. — Thirty Soviet Jews who immigrated to Israel but left 
shortly afterwards, intending to go to live In the U.S, began 2 
hunger strike here yesterday to protest against the U.S. refusal to 


grant them visas. 

The 30 are part of a group of about 450 Soviet immigrants, whom 
the U.S. authorities refused visas because, having immigrated to Israel, 
they were not considered refugees. The demonstrators are fasting in 
front of the Rome offices of Jewish welfare organizations — the Joint 
Distribution Committee and HAS. 

One hundred and thirty-two Soviet Jews arrived at Ben-Gurion 
Airport yesterday from Vienna. Itim’s reporter adda that in the past 
few days, a number of Soviet emigrants who tried their luck unsuc- 
cessfully in Europe or America ‘have arrived in Israel. (Reuter)

The music, of course, 
sounds almost familiar, reminiscent 
of “Israeli” songs — for the simple 
reason thet so many of our by now 
traditional music was based on the

‘The words of the songs are by no 
means bitingly satirical — some 
have subtle undertones, but most are 
straightforward statements or 
stories around current Soviet facts of 
life. And here perhaps lies the most 
pointed message of the whole selec- 
tion: the very fact that they are, if 
not utterly harmless, only 
reiterations of widely known facts. 
‘That such topics should arouse ex- 
treme displeasure as to be sup- 
pressed by the Soviet regime speaks 
for itself. : 

It is surely no great revelation to 
anyone, inside or outside the USSR, 
that speech there is not free; that if 
you get a permit to travel abroad, a 
member of the KGB will be in your 
group; that the ‘simple Russian 
soldier is expected just to fight, to 
ask uo questions. There is a song 

“from the days of Stalin, an allegory 
about ‘The Black Cat,” the sad story 
of an error made by a dronken 
sokiier who, when asked to identify 
himself, states jokingly that he is a 
Jew — and finds himself in a deten- 
tion camp. There is the story of 
Kelim Petrovitch, who is asked to 
read a prepared speech at a public 
gathering: by mistake, the text he is 
given is written in the feminine 
gender, but read it he must, to the 
laughs of the assembled audience. 

- “Clouds” is the story of a man who 


_. Spent twenty years in prison camps, 


receives a state pension twice a 
month and goes out and gets drunk... 
and on those same two days each 
month, he says, half Russia is also. 
drunk. “The Simple Soldier,”’ about

THE DANGERS OF FERTILITY DRUGS 


THE TROUBLE with fertility drugs 
has always been that of dosage, 
because women vary in their 
response no matter how scrupulous 
the initial tests. They may also vary 
it from period to period. Since the 
days when fertility-drug quads were 
front page news, control of the drugs 
has become more precise though 
still not perfect. 

Pergonal, the strongest available, 
is generally given if Clomid or 
Clomiphene, the first of the fertility 
drugs, does not work. Clomid was 
discovered almost by accident. It is 
similar to some of the contraceptive 
hormones and doctors were testing it 
as a contraceptive. Not only did it 
not work but a larger number of 
‘women than would normally be ex- 
pected to become pregnant became 
pregnant after taking the drug.

On the basis of this 
“inflammatory” work he was expell- 
ed from the Russian Writers’ Union 
and Literary Fund In 1972, which 
meant he received no more royalties 
and was unable to work at all. 
Although he applied for a visa to 
Israel, he never came here. A com- 
plicated character, he had earlier 
converted — his motives being to 
show that he was against the regime, 
but a ““true’’ Russian, the symbolism 
of the “real” Russia, with which he 
wished to identify being the Russian 
Orthodox Church. 

Yaacov Sharett met Galich when 
he visited Israel a few months ago. 
“He concealed his cross whilst he 
was here, wrote a beautiful song in- 
spired by Israel called "The Sand 
Dunes,’ likening Jewish history to a 
sand clock.”” 


THE TITLE of the show ftself — it 
means literally “Otf Went the Boys" 
— is the cause of some confusion, 
and perhaps a mistake on the part of 
the show's promoters. The same 
name was given to an evening of 
Russian songs put on here six years 
ago.

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THERE ARE severai ways of 
Teaching Beit Pomerantz. one of 
Jerusalem's first pos:-1267 com- 
Mmunity centres. You can 
going through the well-built elstricts 
of Maalot Daphua and Ramat 
Eshkol. Or you can wind your way to 
it through the narrow, decaying 
alley-ways of the Shmuci HaNavi 
quarter. 

The modern stone structure with 
its large sports fieid seems, strange- 
ly enough, to belong to both 
neighbourhoods. Yet, in the begin- 
ning, Beit Pomerantz found it hard 
to establish Itself in the social Hves of 
the communities it was bull: to 
serve. 

Some of the Centre's eariy dif- 
ficulties were due, ix no smal! way. 
to its being a pioneering effor:. Built 
on a rocky piece of no-man's-land 
after the 1967 war, Beit Pomerantz 
was the first community centre com- 
pleted according to a master plan 
which envisions 16 centres in 
Jerusalem by 1980. Its first staff, 
headed by a well-meaning but inex- 
perienced director, made & naturai, 
but unquestionably fatal. error. 
Instead of reaching out to all the peo- 
ple in the area. the Centre concen- 
trated most of its efforts on the com- 
munity which seemed to have the 
most pressing needs. 

With all the various problems of 
poverty, the old Shmue! HaNavi 
quarter seemed the obvious can- 
didate for the Centre‘s efforts. Beit 
Pomerantz offered all its resources 
to the 14-23-years-olds who. un- 
employed and out of school, 
represented some of the most press- 
ing social problems in Israel. There 
were also three or four youngsters 
who had not been accepted for 
military service because of fuvenile 
crime records. 

As a result the centre became at 
once an employment office and a 
place for job-training. Its facilities 
were dominated by a handful of 
hostile youths who came to think of 
Beit Pomerantz as their exclusive. 
private turf. What the Centre failed 
to understand was that as it gave 
itself completely to Shmuel HaNavi. 
it was turning its back on the 
problems of new immigrant com- 
munities like Ramat Eskkol. 
Sanhedria Murchevet and French 
Hill. 

Tronically, it was the youth it had 
tried so hard to serve that finally 
brought the Centre’s work to ἃ halt 
and forced it to reassess its 
priorities. In May. 1972, teenagers 
broke into Beit Pomerantz and van- 
dalized it. Although the physical 
damage was soon repaired, the spirit 
of the Centre was affected. Its staff 
decided on some soul-searching and 
emerged with a new, hard-won un- 
derstanding of the Centre's 
limitations and capabilities. 

Esther Pold. a young social 
worker who trained in New York. is 
one of the veteran staff members at 
Beit Pomerantz. She ascribes the 
Centre's early failures to the frustra- 
tion of rising expectations. “There 
was just no way we could give these 
youngsters all the help they needed. 
They came to see us as a kind of 
family and when we failed them. 
they struck out at us because we 
were closest to them.” But most of 
all, Esther underlines what was

way of life. They must now say 
“please” and “thank you,”’ look at 
each other when talking and general- 
ly behave the way all of us stould in- 
stead of as so many of us do. 

If we want to de something about 
ethical arid moral standards in the 
country, aside from complaining 
about the lack of them, one possibill- 
ty is to make the subject an integral 
part of school life so that the children 
will educate their parents. 

This is the main purpose for which 
“Justice-Ethics-Morals” (Jem), a 
voluntary association registered in 
Israel, was founded. The ofiginal 
sponsor was the laie Abraham Seeff. 
a South African Jew concerned 
about the wide gap between Jewish 
ethics as taught in the Bible and 
Talmud, and the way people, both 
here and abroad, actually live. His 
idea was that the organization 
should fund research designed to ex- 
tract ethical content from Jewish 
sources and to translate it into 
modern and pedagogically effective 
terms for classroom use. 

After several years of experiment, 
the programme is now ready for use 
in all Israeli schools, with the 
cooperation of the Ministry of 
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Learning to play the guitar at Beit FPomerants.

In Sanhedria Murchevet, for ex- 
ample, the Centre, together with the 
Ministry of Absorption, recruited a 
young immigrant from Sweden to 
serve as the community worker. Be- 
cause of her knowledge of the com-

When will the bubble burst? 


THE RIDDLE beffling the ordinary Israeli is that taxes keep 
getting higher, and wages are constantly frozen or part-frozen 
— yet the economic problem remains unsolved. Is there some- 
thing missing in the policy equation? 

Mr. Moshe Sanbar, Governor of the Bank of Israel, provided 
the answer yesterday, at the traditional yearly press conference 
on the publication of the Bank’s annual report. While the right 
measures are duly taken, he says, there is an automatic off- 
setting process in the economy which proceeds to neutralise 
all such initiatives, and restores the status quo. This process 
is called indexation. 

In Israel, benefits that foster consumption are tied to the 
index, while obligations that might reduce consumption are 
not. The money the Government borrows is linked, the money 
it lends unlinked. Wages are linked, mortgage loans are not. 
The result can be foreseen, When a new tax is imposed, it 
pushes up prices — intentionally, in order to reduce con- 
sumption. And consumption does fall at first. 

But gradually, it catches up again. The cost-of-living al- 
lowance (combined with wage adjustments forced by the 
unions) increases salaries; the Government debt (budget-financ- 
ed) swells; householders find that their unlinked mortgages take 
up an ever-shrinking part of their income, releasing more 
for expenditure on other things; the money that businessmen 
owe to the bank diminishes as a proportion of their turnover. 

The danger is that this sequence may occur again in the 
present year. The trade balance has improved impressively 
during the last six months. The import surplus shrank by 
12 per cent in the last quarter of 1975, and by another 19 
el gent in the first quarter of 1976. But what will happen 
next? ἢ 

Statistics for 1975 may be a warning of things to come. The 
drastic devaluation of November 1974 caused a decline in 
private consumption of 5 per cent in the first three months of 
1975. Then it started going up again — by 2 per cent in April- 
June, 5 per cent in July-September, 4 per cent in Octoher- 
December. In the end total consumption did not decline at all. 

This itself could be seen as an achievement, except that total 
production scarcely went up either. In other words the economy 
was marking time. The recession caused a drop of 15 per cent 
in the number of workers employed in the private sector; but 
the automatic compensating process caused a rise of 11 per 
cent in the number employed in the public (or Government) 

According to Sanbar, the solution is to break the linkage 
process once and for all. The need is to reduce living standards 
back to the level prevailing in 1972. Last year, that would 
have meant a drop of 7.5 per cent. A calculation made by the 
central bank showed that if the belt-tightening had been done 
(by cancelling the cost-of-living allowance for a time), the 
economy could have earned or saved between $250m. and 
$300m. — which is half the sum of short-term Joans that the 
State had to borrow in 1975. 

Today, returning to the level of 1972 would mean a drop of 
12 per cent. It is impossible to make such a contraction when 
incomes are index-linked. Yet the end-result has to be achieved,

PLO and human settlement 


NINE “liberation” groups were in- 
vited as “observers” to the UN- 
spomzored Habitat Conference on 
Human Settlement that opened 
yesterday in Vancouver. One of 
them, the Palestine Liberation 

ation, has already served 
notice that ‘while countries from 
around the world are discussing 
settlement problems," the PLO will 
see to it that the conference dis- 
cusses the problem of “the Palesti- 
nian People (who) remain deprived 
of a decent place to live — even In 
their homeland — because of Zionist 
aggression...”" 

‘When Canadian Foreign Minister 
A.J. MacEachen visited Israel last 
January. he graced us with an an- 
mouncement (reported in The 
Jerusalem Post on January 21) that 
he was “giad to say that Israel will 
attend the meet also."* He added that 
PLO may come to any con- 
ference to which they are Invited, 
and he explained that Canada’s 
policy is to let all shades of opinion 
be expressed, “‘however unappeal- 
ing these opinions may be." 

That was good of Mr. MacEachen: 
not everybody is glad about our 
presence or even our existence. 

And it was wise of him to explain 
that the PLO has the right to be 
anywhere “‘if invited." I should not 
like to think about whet might have 
happened if they had appeared in 
Vancouver uninvited — as they 
appeared at last winter's OPEC 
meeting in Vienna; as they have 
been appearing in Lebanon over the 
years, especially in recent months; 
as they have shown up in airports 
and other places over the years. If 
they had appeared in Vancouver un- 
invited, Canada might have found 
herself in the embarrassing position 
of having to do something about 
them, as she has had to do now and 
then about the Quebec Liberation 
Front, for example. 

What Mr. MacEacheri did not ex- 
plain is exactly what theoretical or 
practical contributions the PLO has 
made in the field of human settle- 
ment that earned it an invitation. 


IS IT their Islamic desire to improve 
the human-settlement environment 


by destroying ghettos, as they bave 
declared they intend to do to the 
“Zionist ghetto” that is Israel; as 
they continue to do to the Christian 
“ghetto” in Lebanon; as their 
predecessors did to the Armenian 
‘ghetto’ in Turkey and the 
Chaldaean and Kurdish “ghettos™ in 
Iraq; and as their contemporaries 
are destro; pagan and Christian 
*‘ghettos" in South Sudan? If 
destruction of ghettos is to be one of 
the sub-themes of the Vancouver 
conference, why, then, there are 8 
few out experts on the sub- 
ject Hving in Germany, Austria, 
Argentina and a few other countries 
who could share their rich ex- 
perience in the field, gained during 
the late ‘thirties and early ‘forties, 
with the conference participants. 
Why weren't they invited? And I 
wonder if the Quebec Liberation 
Front is among the nine groups in- 
vited te “observe” the conference. 


Or will the PLO speak to the con- 

ference about the ‘Palestinian 
refugee" camps? Then I suggest 
that a few other experts with other 
opinions on the subject who ought 
have been invited, or at least that 
statements which they have put on 
record, should be considered by the 
conference. 
” Qne such expert is Khaled 87. Ασχα, 
who was Prime Minister of Syria in 
1947-48, when the ‘Palestinian 
refugee’ problem came into being. 
In his book of memoirs, published in 
Beirut in 1978, he analyzes the Arab 
failure in the 1948 Arab-Israel War, 
and writes: 

“The fifth factor was the call by 
the Arab governments to the in- 
habitants of Palestine to evacuate it 
and leave for the bordering Arab 
countries...Since 1948 we bave been 
demanding the return of the 
refugees to their homes; but we 
ourselves are the ones who en- 
couraged them to leave...We brought 
destruction, Spon a mein Arab 
refugees (the actual figure was 
about 420,000 — M.K.), by calling 
upon them and pleading with them to 
leave their land, their homes, their 
work, and their business, and we 


have caused them to be barren and 


memployed...in addition, we ac- 
pen ὡς them to begging for 
handouts.“ 


Another expert is Emil Ghoury, 
who was Secretary of the Palestine 
Arab Higher Committee at that 
time. On September 6, 1948 he told 
the Beirut Daily Telegraph": ‘'I do 
not want to impugn anybody but only 
to help the refugees. The fact that 
there are those refugees 15 the direct 
consequence of the action of the 
Arab states in opposing partition and 
the Jewish State.” 

Another is the anonymous author 
of the editoria] comment published 
in the Jordanian newspaper, 
“Palastin,” on February 10, 1949: 
‘The Arab states encouraged the 
Palestine Arabs to leave their homes 
temporarily in order to be out of the 
way of the Arab invasion armies." 


And here is what Habib Isaa, 
Secretary-General of the Arab 
e in 1951, wrote in the New 
York Lebanese daily, “Al Hoda," on 
June 8 of that year: ‘The Secretary. 
General of the Arab League tin 
1948), Azzam Pasha, assured the 
Arab peoples that the occupation of 
Palestine and of Tel Aviv would be 
as simple as a military 
promenade...Brotherly advice was 
given to the Arabs of Palestine to 
leave their land, homes, and proper. 
ty, and to stay temporarily in 
neighbouring fraterna] states."" 


FINALLY, here ts what an unnamed 
Palestinian refugee wrote in the Jor- 
danian daily. ‘‘A-Difaa,"’ on 
September 6, 1954: "The Arab 
governments told us: ‘Get out sothat 
we can get in.” We got out, but they 
did not get in.” 

No, they did not. Because, I sup- 
pose, unlike hospitable Canada, we 
did not invite them; and when they 
decided to crash the party, we were 
not embarrassed to do something 
about it. And that was not so much 
because we found their opinions 
“unappealing” as because we did 
not care for the methods they chose 
for putting those opinions into prac- 
tice. We still don’t.

IN the May 24 issue of The 
Jerusclem Post, Mr. Mendel 
Kohansky honoured me with his

In effect, 
Mr. Kohansky has quoted only half 
‘my words and failed to add their 
organic continuation, thus turning 
satiric reasoning into frivolous 
defamation.

‘Thus the concept of women 
soldiers changed — it had to,” 
sald Mrs. Verth. Tough pioneer 
women clasping a gun ready for 
attack were fine — in their place, 
but now there was a long-term 
battle to be fought, and with 
manpower so scarce, it was felt 
that the most vital task the wo- 
men could perform would be to 
free the men for battle. So the 
Women's Corps manned the off- 
ices, folded the parachutes, nur- 
sed. When so many soldiers were 
found to be illiterate, the women 
started teaching, and some were 


asked to run schools in border 
settlements, 

There were also ideological 
reasons behind the creation of 
the Women's Corps, Mrs. Verth 
explained. “Of course it was felt 
that 811 Israelis should know how 
to defend themselves, but more 
than that, the army represented 
the birth of a nation, something 
everyone wanted to be a part of. 

The army also served — and 
still serves — as a rendezvous of 
all the classes, Mrs. Verth con- 
tinued.

Churchill negotieted what he 
called “the grand alliance” with 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, the 
American President, and Joseph 
Stalin, ruler of Russia, although 
he continued to have reservations 
about the Communists. Never- 


theless, he said, he was prepared 


‘to make a pact with the devil 


himself to beat. Hitler. 

Churchill was always a ver 
strong imippor ter of Zionism, an 
after he lost office, he deplore 
the action of the British Foreign 
Minister, Ernest Bevin, in turning 
away the survivors of the Holo- 
causat from Palestine, He termed 
the work of the Royal Navy, 
“Bevin's squalid war.” 

It is ironie that, far from the 
people of Bngland rememberin; 
heir finest hour “for a thousan 
years,” as Churchill once said, the 
children have become vague about 
it in less than 40. It would be 
interesting to ascertain whether
